2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 7 and 8 novelty under POT Article SS(2) as being anticipated by HASEGAWA et al. (Database Geneseq 36 No. 
W69527). 

HASEGAWA et al disclose an N-terminal truncated factor VIII comprising an amino acid sequence identical to amino acids 
2174-2326 of SEQ ID NO:l of the present invention. Thus, the HASEGAWA et al. reference meets the limitations of the 
claims. Since Claims 7 and 8 lack novelty over the HASEGAWA et al. reference, it follows that these claims also lack an 
inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over HASEGAWA et al. 



Claims 1-6 and 9-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article S3(2H3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest of a crystal of tlie protein-ligand complex claimed or of a method of using the crystal. 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) because the crystal of the protein-ligand complex claimed may 
be used industrially in structure-based drug design.
